I....The following regulations for the government of freed men are announced for 
the information and government of all concerned: 

IT.... All male negroes, who after examination shall be foand capable of bearing 
arms, will be organized into Companies and Regiments. Al! others, inclading men 
incapable of bearing arms, women and children, instead” of Peiig” peithitted td re- 
main in camps in idleness, will be required to perform suc labor as may be suited 
to their several conditions, in the several staff departments of the army, on planta- 
tions, leased or otherwise, within our lines, as wood choppers, or in any way that 
their labor can be madeavailable. For the carrying out these regulations there 
will be established a system of general and local supervision. 

Il]....The Quartermaster’s, Commissary and Medical Department will issue sup- 
plies necessary for the care and employmént of these people on the requisition of 
the properly authorized officers. 

1V....All freed people, by whomsoever employed, wiil be paid for their labor as 
already ordered, or as hereafter may be determined by the Commanding General of 
the Department. ;, 

V....A tax of ten per cent on all labor rated at six dollars per month, or above, 
will be deducted from monthly payments and paid to Superintendents by all Officers 
and private individuals employing or having in charge colored laborers, to be ex- 
pended uccording to order for providing for the sick and otherwise Jependent. 

VI....Transportation will be furnished for persons and goods, for the benetit of 
these people, on Government Transports and Military Railroads within the Depart- 
ment on the order of the General Superintendent. 

Vil....Citizens voluntarily laboring for the benefit of these people, saving as 
they do to the Government, cost of labor in providing for their care, will, when 
properly accredited by the General Superintendent, be entitled to rations, quarters 
and transportation on Government Transports and Military Pailroads within the 
Department.

In carrying out Orders, No. 26, of the Secretary of War, issued by Adjutant General 
Tuomas, the following Rules and Regulation: are published for the gyidance of Superin- 
tendents and Teachers of Colored Schools in this Supervision. The action in this matter 
.is specially intended to prevent confusion and irritation, and to give the greatest efi- 
ciency to all well directed efforts for the education of Freedmen. 

You will, therefore, not only confer with the Superintendent and Provost Marshal of 
Freedmen, but with all commanding officers, and the representatives of the different Soci- 
eties and interestaat work for this end. Let all steps be taken cautiously, so that all 
injury to what has been accomplished, and all conflict and unnecessary delay, may be 
avoided. Pealed and torn as these people have been, this work should bind up and heal: 
should build in them, as a people, not only knowledge, but found and rear among them 
methods of life, social institutions, habits of thought—combine and render available, and 
throw into a etructural form all the elements of Christian civilization befitting onr 
advanced national position and the heroic period in which they, as a people, were made 
free. Not only care for towns, but villages aul plantations. Ielp all to think and learn 
*tetters and life. Reports, etc., will enable you to arrange the number of schools and 
teachers economically and prudently. Look well to gradation and classification. This 
done, secure buildings sufficient and property located. When this is impossible, do not 
Aeditate to devise means for their erectian : 

I....Kach Superintendent of Colored Schools will report directly to 
‘his Local or Resident Superintendent of Freedmen. 

I[....School property will be procured by the Local Superintendent 
.of Freetimen, and be under his control. 


Il1...The Superintendent of Colored Schools will be furnished a 
‘Clerk,.when necessary in the opinion of the Local Superintendent of 
‘Freedmen. He will be furnished an office, where any parties may 
‘transact business with him at designated hours. 

[\ ....Cities and towns will be divided into School Wards, and ax 
‘nearly as possible in accordance with Municipal Wards. 

\V....Pupils will be expected to enter the scheel within their Ward. 
-All attendance in schools out of their Wards will be by permission 
-Of the Superintendeat of Colored Schools. All present preferences 
will be regarded. 

V1....To prevent fraud, so easily practiced upon many of these “es 
‘ple, no monies will be collected from them, except by the Superintendent 
of Colored Schools er parties whom he may authorize. Aiming to make 
‘the schools as nearly as possible self-supporting, all parents or 

ardians sendiig to these schools, who are able, will pay tuition 
in full—one dollar and twenty-five cents per month—or fractionally, 
according to their ability, $1.00, 75 cents, 50 cents, or 25 cents. In 
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case of entire inability to pay, pupils will be sent free. In case of 
sickness certified by the teacher for the space of two weeks, the Super- 
intendent will credit the money paid for that time to the next month. 
Tickets of attendance will be issued by the Superintendent of Colored 
Schools to each pupil, whether paying or free. Tuition will be paid 
in advance. Each ticket given will be the receipt for the money paid. 
The money so received will be paid over as per receipts to the Leesl 
Superintendent of Freedmen. 

VII....The funds accruing from tuition will be expended :—First. 
For rents, furniture, fuel, repairs and school apparatus. Second, For 
teachers’ salaries, pro-rata. All bills paid from this fund will be 
within the restrictions specified, and will approved by the Superin- 
tendent of Colored Schools. Accounts of these receipts and kee 
ments will at all times be subject to the inspection of authorized 
officers or agents of the different Societies. 

VIII....The location of teachers of the different Societies will be 
determined by agreement between the Superintendent of Colored 
Schools and the Agent of the Society to which the teachers mar 
belong. 

[X....For the purpose of securing system, the hours of opening and 
closing school, promotion and classification of scholars, will be under 
the direction of the Superintendent of Colored Schools. In referenee 
to the books used, the Superinter.dent of Colored Scoools will consult 
with the Agents of Societies, and secure uniformity with the least 
possible expense to the pupils. 

X....All teachers sent by duly organized Societies will be accred- 
ited, and the Societies will be held responsible for their characters. 
Teachers will be dismissed by agreement between the Agent of the 
Society to which they belong and the Superintendent of Colored 
Schools. Special cases of insubordination will be referred to the 
Superintendent of Colored Schools, and no pupil will be dismissed 
except by him. 

XI....Each teacher will be furnished a Roll Book, and be required 
to keep a record of the names of parent or guardian, pupil, age, 
items of attendance, ete., as per blank furnished. Ist, Teachers 
should call the roll at the opening of each session, noting all absences 
and tardiness. 2d, Call absentees and truants to account, and enforce 
the greatest degree of punctuality and constancy. 3d, Use every 
justifiable means at your command to stimulate the minds and improve 
the manners and morals of pupils. Remember that you are for the 
time the guardians of character and eternal destiny. 4th, Insist 
rigidly on the most perfect attainable order in and about the school 
room. Sth, Hear patiently all reasonable complaints, either from 
pupils or parents, and aim at justice to all parties. 6th, View the 
work in which you are engaged, comprehensively. Prejudice, sectari- 
anism, partisan rivalry, have no place here. Be magnanimous, devo- 
ied, earnest. 7th, All legal or financial questions, or those of author- 
ity merely, refer at onee to the Superintendent of Colored Schools. 
Each teacher will furnish Monthly * Sonam to the Superintendent of 


Colored Schools, and at the end of each term a full Statistical Report, 
ineluding history of school and any suggestions for the future, and 
such additional reports as may be required by their respective 
Societies. | 

XII....During the continuance of the present orders for rations and 
quarters, all teachers will be furnished alike. Should the Government 
officers in charge of abandoned property be unable to furnish the nec- 
essary quarters, the deficiency will be equalized as nearly as possible 
rt! the pro-rata pay to the teachers. The strictest economy will be 
observed in all respects—procuring buildings, quarters, etc. 

XIIL..The Superintendent of Colored Schools will establish even- 
ing or night schools, at his discretion, with these limitations :-—Tuition 
to be paid not to exceed $1.00 per month; no school will continue 
later than nine o'clock P. M.: and.the observance of the above rules 
as far as applicable. 

XIV...Monies accruing from these night schools will constitute a 
separate fund, for the payment of necessary expenses, and all surplus 
funds will be appropriated to the general fand. 

XYV....The school year will be divided into three terms, as follows.: 
(ne term of sixteen weeks, and two of twelve weeks each—to com- 
mence, respectively, the first Monday in September, the first Monday 
after the first day of January, and the first Monday in April. Day 
schools will be kept six hours in a day and five daye in a week. Four 
echool weeks will constitute a month. 

XVIU.Rules and regulations not herein specified will be deter- 
mined by the Superintendent of Colored Sehools. All radical changes 
will be made by order from this office.

Dear Sin: — You have thought much of Education among the Freedmen. Benevyo- 
lence has done much. Its aim, if 1 have understood it, has Leen to help the people to 
help themselves, materially, morally, socially and religiously. Various orgapizations, as 
well as individuals, have entered the field. Great good has been done, but a great 
amount needed, left undone. There has been no system embracing all interests, reaching 
all the people. Parties and conflicts have arisen: every one has felt the need of unity 
and harmony, not only to give efficiency to effort, but to take away the reproach so 
effectually used by the enemies of Freedom. 

Whatever education has been accomplished among the people cannot be taken from 
them. Our Démocratic education must look beyond the work upon the individual, to the 
establishment of institutions permanent and a part of the reconstructed organized society, 
in which property by tax educates the children of the community: civil representation 
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controlling schools like other elements of the State. At this crisis the conflicting forces 
will impinge with the greatest vielence upon each other. Whatever personal, social or 
partizan conflict there may be outside, finally it must take governmental form. Govern- 
mental action must determine. 


Local statutes of the past, hercabouts, are dead set; the growth of events only has 
changed or can change them. These are necessarily controlled by the Government. Tho 
Genoral Government,.as the representative of tho people, is held responsible, and must 
be. Different views or different action may be taken, the Government is the party respor- 
sible alike forall that constitutes order or municips! organization or Jaw for the present, 
and all changes that look to the future. 

This action, as I understand it, and so far as I am responsible, is intended to meet 
this accountability of the Government in reference to cducation, and that in its most 
simple form. Viewed only as affecting the geod order of the cammunity, and thus prome- 
ting the efficiency of military occupation, I consider it hot merely expedient but necessary 
to say nothing of its incalculable importance in other respects. These instructions have 
special reference to cities and towns in which the peaple have, as we have found, ability 
to support schools, and have been drawn up with all the facts im view which the past has 
furnished us, and are the result of mutual conference between my officers and all the 
Agents of Benevolent Societies in town, and myself. They are not intended as any iron 
bedstead, but as the best general plan we can devise on the start, to bs improved as 
experience sha'l suggest. 

The tuition is intended to take the place of any tax on property which the state of 
affairs would reader it impossible to collect, justly. Besides, the people, un/ler the efforte 
of Government to secure them just compensation for their industry, have not only con- 
siderable incomes for their labor, but their industry at present is their chief wealth. 

Tt is belicved no parties or Societies aside from the Government could do so well, and 
that in the present form it is more likely to be permauent, leas affected 1) local changes 
of any character. We propose that the people shall do all they can for themselves, and 
that your desires inxy supplement their own efforts with loyal benevolence. 

In working ont the instructions, not only all Agents preseat were consulted, but ali 
letters and communications in hand from tke various Societies. Any farther suggestions 
we shall be happy to receive. We have endeavored to leave all matters connected with 
Societies, that need future adjustment, to the respective Agents and the Superintendent 
of Colored Schools, suchjas the location of teachers, ete. We yant notfonly harmony 
between you and.gs, but between benevolent associations. This we have and shall hon- 
estly labor to secur®s 

We hope on our parftopmye no personal preferences: to look and work simply for 
the®good of the people andthe Government. We desire the same of all. All desirable 
affinities between teachers or Associations we hope to regard. Generally, it may be better 
for each Society to work in a field, sckool or locality of its own: but as there are circam- 
stances in which it may be impossible to secure this without a sacrifice of the interests of 
the people, we propose not to lay it down as an invariable rale that it shall be so, but to 
leave it to the Superintendeart of Schools and the Agents of the Societies, as they, being 
present, are supposed to be best acquainted with the facts. 

We propose to start with a Superintendent of Schools for each important town. We 
have always contemplated Freedmen’s villages as temporary homes for the dependent. 
Education must be there, as it has been, charitable. Education in Regiments is entirely 
subject to, Regimental control. 

The collection of all monies for educational purposes is systematized as suggested to 
prevent frauds, which have already appeared in not a few instances;—evil-minded, 
irresponsible, or incompetent partics imposing upon those of the people not yet prepared 
to detect and check them. 

We propose to receive teachers on the commissions of ‘the respective Societies, but do 
not feel at liberty to limit the teachers to those commissioned, because private parties of 
the best character and supporting themselves have aleo been in the field for some time. 
We have replied to the numerous applications fer places to teach, that we preferred 
teachers should come from responsible Societies, and we shall be happy to hare them 
aa forward in the same manner in the futnre. 
of the trying “circumstances under which this action is taken, and the great 
Me involved, we appeal under God to the considerate*judgment of fevery 
al eineation.

We deem it unnecssary to appeal to your sympathies, for we feel that they are already enlisted for 
the helpless class we particularly desire to benefit, and a knowledge of the facets is all that is required to 
secure your hearty co-operation and liberal support. 

Arrangements have been made for nearly all the clothing that will be required for the winter. Our 


greatest need will be provision and fuel—of the former, contributions of the articles themselves would 


be desirable. Fuel we must obtain here—with money we can purchase both. All packages should be

GENERAL: Your petitioners respectfully represent that the “ Memphis Colored Orphan Asylum,” 
was organized in March, 1864, for the purpose of providing for the wants and necessities of orphan and 
destitute colored children who by the fortunes of war have been thrown upon the charities of the 
world. 
By the order of Major General C. C. Washburne, then Commanding this District, a building was 
rganization in December last, and within three months thereafter there was 


allotted to the use of the o 
They further represent that whenever permanent homes 


admitted and cared for one hundred children. 
could be obtained the children have been placed in them, persons taking them being regarded as re- 


sponsible for their good care, kind treatment, education in the ordinary branches taught i in common 
schools, and their moral culture. A majority of the beneficiaries are children under six years of Age, 
and it is difficult, if not impossible to secure homes for such as require constant care and attention, so, 
whatever changes occur, there are seldom fewer than eighty and often more than one hundred in the 
Asylum to be provided for, one hundred being the lowest estimate of the average number requiring its 


advantages. 


~ 


The Asylum has been furnished with government rations (upon a scale as to quality, in proportion 
to the number to be supplied, and their ages,) and by military order as before mentioned, witha suitable 
building. Of the latter it will soon be deprived, and the former have been discontinued. An order for 
the return of the building having been issued it is only retained by the indulgence of its former owner, 
who is exceedingly anxious for possession, and who, to speak wich extreme mildness, is averse to such 
an enterprise as it is used for. 

They further represent that, when the Asylum was inaugurated, it was the purpose and expecta- 
tions of its originators, that it should become a Memphis Institution, supported by the people of Mem- 
phis and vicinity, and it is yet intended, that in time it shall be maintained at most by the people of 
Shelby County, with such aid as they may derive from the State and other sources; but for the present 
it must have assistance from abroad, or cease to exist. 

Individual donations have been received from a number of citizens ; but with the great mass, they 
regret to say, there is apparent, more than “an indifference as to the success of the enterprise, or even 
the well being and comfort of the race deriving benefit therefrom. Until a higher state of feeling is 
cultivated, contributions from them cannot be relied upon to even protect from starvation. 

The colored people of this city form no exception in their condition to the freedmen generally, 
but very few are yet more than able to provide for themselves. They have, however, exhibited so much 
general regard and charity for the unfortunate of their race who have died in the city within three 
years past (their various benevolent societies having within that time defrayed over three thousand 
dollars of funeral expenses) that it is believed when more prosperous they will contribute with great 
liberality. 

They beg to further represent that the city corporation is overburdened with debt, and without 
funds to defray the current expenses of its municipal government. The greater number of its board of 
aldermen, are of the class in the community most averse to the colored people, and when appealed to for 
assistance are only too willing to refer to the city bankruptcy as an excuse for declining; and that a 
prevailing portion of the magistrates forming the County Court are of similar character, prejudices and 
feelings. for these reasons there is no hope of present assistance from cither county or city, and but 
little can be expected from citizens of all tolors. | 

Your petitioners desire to assure you that if they are so aided as to continue the Asylum in its 
useful, and, as they conceive, indispensable service, during the approaching winter, (say until the Ist of 
May next) that it will be so firmly established as to be continued in accordance with its design, an in- 
stitution of the people. By that time it will have grown more in the favor of the white population, and 
they trust the colored people will then be relieved of many causes now demanding their scanty char- 
ities, and enjoying so much more fortuitous circumstances, as to be able, with what aid can be easily 
obtained from the charitably disposed among their white friends, to perpetuate the enterprise, should it 
then be neglected by the county and city authorities. 

Hoping to be able to provide shelter and raiment for the helpless and destitute now under their 
charge, and such others as may be received, your petitioners make the foregoing representation, and 
most earnestly solicit the continuance of assistance from the government, at least so far as to supply 
rations and fuel, medicines, and medical attention. 

They are by no means confident that it is within your province, or even the power of your office 
to grant their request; but your well known benevolent disposition, and merited notoriety as a philan- 
thropist, inspires them with confidence that if unable to furnish the desired relief, you will forward their 
petition to Major General Howard, and if necessary, through him to the Honorable Secretary of War, 
with such commendatory indorsements as will obtain it. 


They deem it unnecessary to refer at length to the fact that many of these helpless orphans, scarce 
more than infants, were deprived of fathers and protectors in the bloody carnage of Fort Pillow, Miliken’s 
Bend, the disaster at Guntown, and other fields, where the inveterate hatred of rebels for colored pat- 
riots spared not a life within reach. They are destitute, perfectly helpless, and for existence dependent, 
Ilumanity demands that provision be made for them, and to this end your petitioners will ever 
pray

PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF SCHOOL VISITORS. 


The Board of Visitors of the Memphis City Schools met Tuesday evening, December Ist, in special session, at 


the rooms of the County Commissioners, H. H. Higbee presiding. Present, Messrs. Slaughter, Cook, Megibbon, 


Connell, Bruce, Buttinghaus, Comer, Higbee and Atwell. 
W.S. Bruce, chairman of the committee sent to Nashville to procure a portion of the money due the public 


schools, read and submitted the following report : 


Gentlemen of the Board of School Visitors : 

Your committee would most respectfully submit the following as their report viz : 

We reached Nashville on the 16th instant, and not finding the State Superintendent, General John Katon, Jr., in 
the city, we proceeded at once to the office of the Hon. G. W. Blackburn, Comptroller of the Treasury, and Hon. A. J. 
Fletcher, Secretary of State, who are, by Section 47 of the School Law, together with the Governor and State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, Commissioners of the School Fund. 

The Comptroller received your committee with great kindness and courtesy, and proceeded at once to give them all 
the information and satisfaction in his power, and from him and his published report to the Legislature, we obtained 
the following points of information : 

Ist. That the School Fund is greatly reduced, and its total amount rendered very uncertain by a most expensive, 
circuitous and incomprehensible system of collecting delinquent taxes, which is now practiced under existing laws. 


By the operation of this system, or *‘ system of systems,’’ as the Comptroller has been pleased to call it in his annual 
report to the Legislature, it seems that some counties, paying quite/a respectable school tax, are brought in debt to the 


State, and instead of increasing the general School Fund, they diminish it. This may seem improbable, but we are 


assured that it is really true. | 
2d. That the appropriation of $500,000, made by an act of 1865, has been so construed that all other claims 


against the State should be paid first. So, of course, this not only ‘“‘ remains undrawn,’’ as the Comptroller states in his 
report, byt will, in all probability, ever remain so. 

3d: That the original State Schoo! Fund, which was brought back from the South, and paid over to the State 
Treasurer, amounting to the sum of some $600,000, has been used for other than school purposes by the State officials. 

4th. That the Comptroller, in direct violation of Section 47 of the School Law, intends t use whatever of the 
School Fund there may be remaining after all the drains, losses and deductions, to pay current expenses and ixterest 
on the State debt. The Comptroller told your committee, distinetly, that all the benefit the general system of common 
schools of this State would evet receive from the assessment of 1867, former assessments, appropriations and 
aecamulated funds, would be the pitiful sum of $1200, paid as the salary of the State Superintendent. 

Henee, gentlemen, you will see that, partly in consequence of the operations of bad revenue laws, and partly by 
the violation of the 47th Section of the Schoo! Law, there is not a ray of hope that we shall receive any aid from the 
State except in the efficient action of the Legislature, to which we would advise an urgent and earnest appeal— 
without delay. 

In conclusion, your committee take much pleasure in stating that the members from this county showed us every 
attention, and gave tous such information as they were able to render. Also, the Hon. W. Bosson, of the House, 
seems to take a very deep interest in the public schools of the State, and will, we believe, use his influence to have 
action taken during the present session of the Legislature, that will do credit to the State,
